thereby agreed to give him his Eldeſt Daughter El;zabeth 
in Marriage, as he did her Siſter Mary (a very diſcreet 


and virtuous Lady) to Philibert Duke of Savoy ; who 


by this Treaty was reftored to all his Dominions, except 
a few Towns which the King ftill kept in his own 


Hands. 


But the Death of this 1 3 GG 'd 8 
occaſion d very great and extraordinary Changes in 
France, becauſe his Son King Francis II. who ſucceeded 
to the Throne, was not then Sixteen Vears of Age, and 


had lately married Mary Stuart Queen of Scots, who 
was Niece to the Houſe of Guzſe by the Mother's Side. 


By this Marriage that Family (who were already very 


great, and in no {mall Favour with King Henry) recei- 
ved ſuch an Addition of Grandeur, that Francis Duke 


of Guiſe, and Charles the Cardinal de Lorrain, his 
Brother, had, by his Majeſty's Direction, the intire Ma- 
nagement of all the Affairs of the Kingdom : For as the 


_ Clergy (who are the firſt and richeſt of the Three Eſtates) 
generally placed their whole Dependance upon the Car- 
dinal; ſo moſt of the Nobility and Army conrted the 
Favour and Authority of the Duke of Guiſe; and they 
both had a very good Underſtanding with the reſt -of 
their Brothers, namely, the Duke D'Aumale, who was 


an excellent Officer, the Cardinal de Guiſe, a compleat 
Courtier, the Margquiſ D'Elbeuf, and the Grand Prior 
of France, who had the Command of the Galleys ; but 


dying in the Flower of his Age, was prevented from 
proſecuting a great many noble Deſigns which he often

communicated to me. All theſe were the Children of 
Claudius de Lorram, Duke of Guiſe, and Antionette de

Garles Duke of Lorrain. 


Beſides the Ge af their 1 1. Fo 
inal de Lorrain had the Reputation of an excellent 
Stateſman, by the Experience which he acquired in 
being employed in the Management of Publick Af- 
fairs from his Youth ; He was likewiſe a Perſon of 
a quick and penetrating Capacity, a graceful Orator, 
and of an active and vigilant Temper : And as to the 
Duke of Guzſe, he was allowed to be the greateſt and 
moſt experienc'd General in the Kingdom, having ſigna- 
lized himfelf upon many Occaſions in the Service of the 
Crown; for he defended the City of Metz againſt the 
Babel Army, where the Emperor Charles V. com- 
manded in Perſon ;- recover'd the Town of Calais which 
the Engliſh had been poſſeſs d of for above Two hundred

an Account. And the King himſelf, Henry VI. after 
an Exile of Ten Vears in Scotland, was at laſt barba · 
rouſly murder'd in the Tower of Londow. 

But though it be a prodigious Fault in a Prince to 
e forget the great Dignity to which God has raiſed him, 
and being chief Judge in all Matters relating to the Lives

more than the Dictates of Realon ; however, it 1s not

For as the Queen of 
Scots was happy in a great many Perfections, and, eſpe- 
cially, in the Beauty of her Perſon, ſhe had Addreſſes 
made from all Sides to her, particularly by the Prince 
of Spam (who was not above Seventeen or Eighteen 
Years old) the Arch-Duke of Auſtria, and ſeveral Prin- 
ces of Italy. This immediately inflamed the Queen of 
England with Jealouſy ; which ſhews, that ſhe loved to 
be admired as well as her Rival-Siſter ; and from that 
Time forth, they both began to be _— their Guard, ; 


and inſpest each other's Actions. 


But as Queen Elizabeth had a larger Dominion, 15 
ſhe had a greater Share of good Fortune in all her Af. 
fairs; which ftill continues, and has not proceeded 
from any profuſe or ſiniſter Methods; for ſhe always 
managed with the greateſt Oeconomy, and never 
ſqueezed her Subjects, as her Predeceſſors did, but, on 
the contrary, conſulted their Peace and Welfare fo much, | 
that they grew immenſly Rich under her Government. | 
And though this Princeſs has all the great Qualities that 
are neceſſary for a long and proſperous Reign, which 

ſhe has enjoyed, and is likewiſe happy in a very good 
Underſtanding, yet ſhe never determines any Thing 
herſelf, but refers all Affairs to the Management of 
her Council. And her Reign may be compared to that 
of Auguſius Ceſar, when the Temple of Janus was ſhut 
at Rome, and the People enjoyed an univerſal Peace.

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For as her Majeſty was a Guarantee in mold \Treaties; 
ſhe ever took Care to keep: all Wars at a Diſtance-from 
her Country, and choſe rather to throw them upon

been reproached with Avarice, it is unjuſtly, ſince an

For her Majeſty ba pad all the pablick bt d & 
her Predeceſſors, and put her Revenues upon ſo good 
a Foot, that no Prince of the Age has amaſſed ſo much 
Wealth, and ſo honeſtly, as ſhe has done ; for ſhe was 
ſo far from impoſing any new Tax upon her Subjects, 
that, for Eight Vears together, ſhe never received the 
Free- Gift, which they commonly paid the Crown every 
Third Year ; and when they made her a voluntary Offer 
of it in the Year 1570. her Majeſty would not acc 
of it, but returned them Thanks, and aſſured then: 
hat "he never would defire a Crown of her People, but 
when the Neceſſity of the State required. Which Action 
alone deſerves to be highly commended, and is ſuffi- 

cient, not only to clear her from a Covetous, but even 
to procure her a Liberal Character. 


Baller ſhe never ſold any Exmployenctls which 
ſome Princes generally give to the higheſt Bidder ; a 
Practice that commonly corrupts Juſtice, Policy, and al 
Laws both Human and Divine; and, beſides preſerving 
the Peace of her People, ſhe has built 4 noble Fleet, 
which is the Bulwark of her Kingdom, and launches 
a large Man of War every ſecond Year, and ſuch as no 
other naval Force can reſiſt.

as were cognizable by the Secular Power: But all this 


conditionally, until a General Council as called; And 
the Edict carried a a thorough UNO, To all Thing 
that were paſs d.

When this Edict Was s publiſhed. by hs 8 
it inflamed a great many angry Spirits againſt the Pro- 


teftants. But, however, it is the Opinion of ſeveral 


Politicians, That, let the Poſture of Affairs be what it 
will, Peace ought to be purchaſed at any Rate: For 
as a Mariner Who ſees, his Ship in Danger, ſhifts his 
Sails, and takes all Advantages to ſtem the Storm, and 


come ſafe to Land; ſo a wiſe Legiſlature ought to 


accommodate Se ee the Times, ſuſpend or exe- 


cute Laws as the Juncture requires, and proceed in 


ſuch a Manner, as to preſerve, if poſlible, the publick 


Peace ; Which the old Maxim, ſo often repeated by the 


Chancellor, contains in a few Words; Salus Popul, 


Suprema Lex. For the chief End of Laws, is not only 
the Obſervation of them, but the Good of the Peop .

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All the Laws of God tend to this very Point. And 
though all our Actions ought to have no other End 
but His Honour and Glory, yet it is certain, that His 
Power (which is altogether Perfect and Unchangeable

it being Sunday, which is an idle Day with the com- 
mon People, they gather d a prodigious Mob, and 
threw Stones 1 in at the Windows, by which means, 
. e both 
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both Parties became ſo exaſperated, that the Doors of 
the Houſe were ſet on Fire, and ſeveral of them 
Killed and Wounded ; and One of the Magiſtrates, 


who went to diſperſe them, was likewiſe wounded, 
upon which there enſued a terrible Uproar. 


The King being informed of it, he ſent Mont luc 
a Commiſſion to bring them to Juſtice, who ordered 
the Ringleaders on both Sides to be hanged. But ne- 
vertheleſs the Miniſters ſtill continued Preaching, and 
the Proteftants went in great Crowds to hear them, 


without the leaſt Fear or T Thonghs of what e d 
at Cabors. 


There fell out Diſorders of the ſame kind, in ſe- 
veral other Parts of the Kingdom, as Sens, Amiens, 
Troyes, Abbeville, Thoulouſe, Marſeilles, and Tours ; 
in which ſome of the Proteſtants were killed for 
their Inſolence, and both Parties were to blame.

er what they call the Maſſacre of Val, 
zich happen'd the March following, made 
a greater Noiſe than the Buſineſs of Cahors 
or any other Place, and was a fooliſh Acci- 
dent, occaſioned (as the Report went) by the Preſence 
of the Duke of Gwſe ; for after their late Union, 
the King of Navarre wrote to him, to go with a 
good Party to Court, in order to ſtrengthen his Inte- 
reſt near the King's Perſon. The Duke, having fum- 
moned his Friends accordingly, and ordered Count 
| Rokendolf to raiſe ſome Troops of Horſe, he ſet ont 
from his Seat at Joinville, accompanied by the Cardi- 
nal de Lorram, and ſome Neighbouring Gentlemen. 
On the Firſt of March (which happen'd to be Sunday) 
they were to dine at Yaſſy, where the Officers, who 
went before, found the — aſſembled* at their 
| 'Devos 
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” Devotion in a Barn near the Church, to the Number 


of Six or Seven Hundred. And ſome. of theſe Off- 
cers having a Curioſity (as the Duke has ſince fre- 
quently told me) to ſee their Manner of Preaching, 
went, without any other Deſign, to the Place where 


they were aſſembled ; upon which. there happend a 5 


Noiſe and ſome Words betwirt them and the People; 
and thoſe who kept the Doors, threw Stones at and 
inſulted the Duke's Attendants, calling them Papiſls 
and Idolaters. Upon hearing the Noiſe, the Pages, and 
others of his Retinue, ran to their Afliftance, and each 
Side, being exaſperated „ by the throwing of Stones and 
III Language, the People ſallied out in a great Number, 

and fell upon them. His Grace was juſt going to Din- 
ner, when they brought him this Account, and that 
ſome of his People were killed; upon which he went 
out in a great Hurry, and found them ingaged with 
Clubs; and as he drew near to quell the Tumult, they 
threw ſome Stones at the Duke himſelf, which he 
turned off with his Cloke, and the nearer he came, 
the more furiouſly they fell on, ſo that ſeveral of the 
Aſſembly were killed and wounded, much (as he ſaid) 
againft his Inclinations : Bur, notwithſtanding, the 
Action gave Room for various Speeulations. 


This Accident alarmed cle Court, and all the Pro- 
teStants in the Kingdom, and the Prince of Conde, 
the Admiral, the Chancellor de Hoſpital, and the reſt of 
the Party, made grievous Complaints to the Queen- 
Mother of it : Others excuſed the Matter, as a Thing 
that happen d by Chance, and not Deſign ; but the 
Protettant Preachers repreſented it, in all their Ser- 
mons, 'as one of the moſt cruel ind deteſtable Acts 
of Barbarity 1 in the World. 


The Cathbolick Preachers, on the other Hand, a, 
That there was no Cruelty in it, ſince the Matter

was occaſioned by a' Zeal for Religion and for this, 
they alledged the Example of Muſes, who commanded 
the "People of God to kill, without Reſpect of Perſons;

People, for conſecrating their Hands in the Blood 
of their Brethren for the Service of God: And that 
Fehu King of Samaria, out of the ſame Zeal, put to 
Death TwWo Kings, and a Hundred and Twelve Princes 
of their Blood; ordered Queen 7ezebet to be throw 
to the Dogs to eat; and having aſſembled the idola- 
trous Prieſts, under a Pretence of turning Proſelyte to 
their Religion; had them all ſlain in the Temple, by 
the Command of God. For which he received à Bleſ-

him; For, in the Firſt Place, All the Chief Citizens 
went out to meet him, and congratulate his Arrival; 
and upon his Entrance into the City, the People re- 
ceived him with great Acclamations, and ſome par- 
ticular Marks of Honour, that were not ſhew'd either to 
the Princes of the Blood or the Conflable; which pleaſed 
the Duke exceedingly, and gave his Family no ſmall 
Hopes of Increaſing their Power. Moſt People ſaid, 

That he did not do this out of any Ambition, et 
a Teal for the Catholic Religion: But others were 


not of that Opinion; and it much increaſed the Ma- 
lice of his Enemies, though he ſent to the People, 


not to ſhew him ſuch publick Demonſtrations of their 
Affection, and even made Signs to them himſelf to 
cats their Acclamations. 


But the inhabitants of Paris were j chan; 155 alwiys 
as zealous for the Catholick Church as any in France, 
notwithſtanding the ſeveral Changes which happened 
in Religion, Which was taken Notice of by Strangers 
and all Sorts of People; for in many Places, as ſoon 
as Maſs was over, their Churches were immediately 
| ſhut up; but at Paris they ſtood conſtantly open 
and the People not only came every Morning, and 
heard Maſſes, *till Twelve a Clock; but, - likewiſe, 
frequented them the Remainder of the Day, and 
offer d Wax-Lights, and other Gifts, with great Devo- 
tion: Beſides, there is a vaſt Number of Hoſpitals, 
Convents, and other Religious Houſes in it, which 
increaſe every Day; and of all the Places in France, 
Paris took the moſt Care of its own Defence and 
Immunity from the Proteftant Aſſemblies, which they 
intirely ſuppreſſed upon the Declaration that was made

But the Prince told him, That he had large 
Promiſes given him, and did not doubt being in the 
ſame Favour at Court that his Brother the King of Nas 
 varre was, and would be then able to do ſomething 
better : And having ſatisfied the Admiral, he then carried 
him to wait upon the Queen-Mother, where they had a a 
long Conference about the proper Meaſures to be taken 
for the publick Good. So the Treaty remained upon the 
{ame Foot, and ſeveral Places were named for the Exer- 
ciſe of the Huguenots pretended Religion. The King 
publiſhed another Edict the May following, by the 
Pope's Permiſſion, for ſelling as much of the Church 
Lands as came to a Hundred Thouſand Crowns a Year, 
reſerving a Right of Redemption to the Clergy ; and 
after that, all Foreigners were diſmiſſed the Kingdom.

| Huſbandry (which is the chief Support of a Common- 
Wealth, and for which France, by Reaſon of its Ferti- 
lity, was always famous) became intirely neglected, and 
the whole Country was ſo plundered and haraſſed by 
both Parties, that the poor People, being ſtripp'd of 

all their Subſtance, choſe rather to flee, like fo many 
Savages, from their Houſes, than remain INE; 

_ to the Mercy of their Enemies. 


And as to Trade, and mechanick Arts, which like 
wiſe flouriſhed in the Kingdom, they were abandon d 
in the ſame Manner; for the Merchants and Tradeſ- 
men ſhut up their Shops and Warehouſes, and betook 


themſelves to the War: The Nobility were divided, and f 
Clergy oppreſſed; and, in ſhort, no Man was fare Gb - 


ther of his Life or Fortune. For Fuſtice (which is the 
Foundation of all States and human Societies) could 
not be adminiſtred, ſince Force and Violence have no 
Regard to Laws; Ann thus the Civil War was an inex- 
hauſtible Source of all the Villainies, Robberies, Maſſa- 
cCres, Inceſts, Adulteries, Paricides, . and other abomi- 
nable Crimes, that can be imagined, and which could 
neither be redreſſed nor puniſhed. And, what was 
worſe, the very Method which they took to preſerve 
Religion, intirely deſtroyed it, and, like a putrified 
Carcaſe, produced nothing but Vermin and Swarms of 
Atheiſts. For their Churches and old Monaſteries were 
plundered and pulled down, the Clergy expelled, and 
_ Nuns defloured, and Buildings, which had flood 
Four hundred Years, were razed and demoliſhed in one 
Day, without in even che Sepulchres of che Dead. 


Theſe, my Son „ were the fine Fruits of this Givil - 
War, and fuch as it will always produce, whenever it 
is our Misfortune to purſue the ſame Steps again, But,

4 WARES fomented throughout the Kingdom, 
Al ſent Orders to all the Governors of the 
Provinces to have the late ERS 
Peace ſtrictly obſerved, and ſupprefl $ al 
H inſurrectiops. But as, the Summer 
1 — as exceſlive hot, Turing Which, a 
great ma ny Maſſacres were committed in t . : 
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of Mayne, Anjou, Ti, buran,  Auxerrois, and other Places 


Where the Huguenots were weakeſt, and made diſmal 


Complaints of them; ſo there followed a very leyere 
Winter, which froze all the Rivers of France, deſtroy- 
ed moſt of the Corn, Vineyards, Olives, and other 
Fruits, and cool'd the Violence of theſe Rebellious 
Heats to that Degree, that all Rumours of War ceaſed 
for a Time. 


The Court reſided this Seaſon at Carcaſſone, and were 
ſurrounded with Mountains of Snow in the Month of 
January; I was then ſent to the Duke of Savoy, who 
was very earneſt to have the Cities of P:edmont reſtored 

to him; and which he and his Son, at laſt, very artfully 
recovered; and thereby deprived. us Wenn of the Moun- 
tain-Way and Ttaly.

This ſevere Weather was followed by a Peſtilence in 
moſt of the Provinces of France, which hindered the 
Huguenots from riſing in Arms; who were prodigi- 
ouſly. alarmed at the nge Interview with his Siſter 
the Queen of Spain; For ſhe came the following Sum- 
mer (attended by the Duke of Alva and ſeveral other 
Grandees) to meet him at Bayonne; and the great Joy 
and Magnificence which appeared upon this.

This honed in the Month of "Bog and by this 


Time, the Duke of Alva was come with his Army to 


Genoa, in order to march them into Flanders. Which 


he accordingly did, without any Lett or Moleſtation, 


through Burgundy; for none of the Huguenots, either 
in France, Germany, or the Low-Countries ever made 


che leaſt Motion againſt him. The Swiſs indeed, arm- 


ed themſelves, being apprehenſive that he, and the Duke 
of Savoy, had entered into a League, and formed ſome 
Deſigns upon them; but the Canton of Berne reſtored

© to renounce their conjugal State, upon Pain of ha- 
ving the Men condemn'd to the Gallies, and the

"Theſe were Aielly the Neaſons 18 Pleterts x 
the Huguenots aſſigned for taking up Arms, and which 
were diſapproved. of, even by a great Number of their 


- own Party. For they argued, That tho Self- Preſerva- 


tion was natural, and a defenſive Reſiſtance againſt 
Tyranny and Oppreſlion might be allowable, by the 
Laws of God and Man, yet, that the Huguenots could 
never be excuſed for forcing ſeveral Cities out of the 
Catholic poſſeſſion; F and, that no. Law or Reaſon 
_ whatſoever, could zuthorize Subjects to riſe or make 
War upon their rightful Prince; or attempt to ſeize 
his Perſon by Force of Arms. That this was quite a a 
different Thing from acting defenſively, or endeavour- 
ing to preſerve honeſt and well-meaning People, in a 
Caſe of the laſt Neceſſity. For which Reaſon, many 
of the German Huguenats and Miniſters condemned 
their Brethren of France, for Riſing in September 1567. 
and attempting to ſeize the King and Court (as they 
- propoſed) at Monceaux. But their Deſign was fruſtra- 
ted by Tome Means which I ſhall mention hereafter, and 
in which, Two of my Brothers, and myſelf, were very 
4 inſtrumental.

were able to give them better Inſtructions. This was 
the chief Subſtance of their Petition, and theſe Two 
Articles were the moſt difficult to be adjuſted in it.
